Much that is pure fiction fas beed 
published in connection with the great 
Empire Builder, so the fuets presented 


hy Mr Yoward Uensman in ‘Cecil 
Rhades; A Study of a Career,’ pub- 
Hiahed by Messrs Blackwood and Son, 
will be welcomed by those who bave 
idmiration for the ‘ex-diamond miner 
and Premier of Cape Colony. The first 
member of tho particular family cf 
Mhodeses with which Mr Hensman ts 
concerned enme to London ubous. the 
beginning of the cightcenth century, 
and bought nn farm situated in the 
neighbourheed of.

“flere was perhaps a alight 
exagueration in this remark ; tut. con- 
fidence in his awn opinion has from his 
enrliest daya beon e fending trait in 
Rhodes’ charaat Yeb despite their 
accusional differences of opinion the two 
men got on very well together; and

Storford Grammar School, Mr Hensman’

Ad school, Cecil's strongest subjects 
from the very jirst were religion, French, 
and the Tn anathematics he 
was strangely weak. History and geo. 
graphy also were favourite subjects of 
his. While working hard nt bis studies 
and overcoming difficulties with that 
dogged determination and iron will 
which has ever been a dominant feature 
of his character, Rhodes did not neglect 
athletics, and on several occasions he 
took part in the school sports. His 
frame, to look at, was’ slender and 
delicntc, His face was only slightly 
tinged with colour, and a mass of dark, 
waving bair, coupled with his thought 
fol prey eyes served to give him an air 
of delicacy which the general state of 
his health did not quite justify, Studi- 
ous and J bookish’ he ‘undoubtedly was ; 
but he could scarcely be called deticat 
in health at the period. 

His temper was, in the main, genial 
and suiny; but at times he had ouc- 
bursts of that imporiousness of will 
which has marked his later career, and 
was wont to chafevsomewhat at the 
admonitions of his miasters, A story 
is current.at his old pkhool to-day that 
on one ‘oceasion, when chastised some- 
whet severely, and, as appeared to hira, 
unjustiv, junior master, Rhodes in 
a momentary fit of anger seited a heavy 
Look ying on the dcsk beside him, and 
nade a motion as though to assault the 
master with it. However, he seemed to 
quickly recollect the unseemliness of hig 
conduct, and replaced the bool on the 
desk with an incoherent apdlogy- 

Following the youth's footsteps, wo 
find him joining his brother JTerbert in 
Natal, led there in the endeavour to 
recover from a serious affection of the 
lung. The lung afection “ras contract- 
ed while rowing in the Oriel boat one 
spring term, From Natal, he followed 
his -brother to the diamond niines at 
Kimberley, returning to England for 
terms at Oxford.
